BOSTON. (iW —His Irish eyes 
smiling, Douglas Corrigan today 
dropped in on the city he visited 
seven years ago "flat broke.” This 
time he received the cheers of 
thousands for his "wrong way” 
flight across the Atlantic. 

The "luck of the Irish” brought 
Boston a perfect day for the sel¬ 
dom—if ever—equalled reception 
for the daring young man on the 
flying machine. 

“This was my second trip over 
Boston airport,” he told the crowd. 
"Only the first time I thought it 
was Baltimore. I realize now, of 
course, that it was Boston.” 

He wore the same clothes in 
which he flew the Atlantic, blue 
shirt, striped tie, brown leather 
jacket, checkered trousers. 

Offered food at the airport res¬ 
taurant, Corrigan exclaimed, 
“What, no beans!” 

In carnival mood, hundreds of 
thousands who had awaited Corri¬ 
gan for hours, cheered him as his 
parade wound through the streets. 
He saw washings on many a 
clothes line and remarked, “I sure 
know what day this is.” 

At Boston’s city hall, Corrigan 
received a clock for his plane in¬ 
strument board, and a model of 
his plane made by 10-year-old 
Frederick Hildberg.

CANTON, China, tff)—Japa¬ 
nese aerial bombs, falling within 
20 yards of the Catholic cathedral, 
today killed scores. 

Government offices suffered 
heaviest in the air raid. At least 
20 bombs struck them, churning 
steel and concrete into piles of 
debris. 

CASUALTIES HIGH 

Although a thorough investiga¬ 
tion still was impossible, it was 
feared the raid would prove the 
most destructive of repeated Jap¬ 
anese air attacks. 

This correspondent counted 71 
bodies all together and officials 
estimated the citywide casualties 
as 121 dead or missing and 180 
wounded. 

It was understood French au¬ 
thorities already had forwarded a 
report to Paris on the damage to 
the cathedral. 

ABEA MARKED 

The bombs burst among tight¬ 
ly packed men, women and chil¬ 
dren who had taken shelter in 
what they regarded as a haven 
in the cathedral grounds when 
nine Japanese bombers roared 
over the city. 

The area is marked clearly by 
a large French flag flying from 
the cathedral roof. 

The front of the cathedral was 
spattered with blood. Inside, not 
one pane of its invaluable stained 
glass windows remained intact. 

The floor was littered with 
glass, broken crucifixes, flowers 
and candles. 


LAND FORCES 


-The foreign office 
said today that Soviet forces had 
been repulsed In a "heavy engage¬ 
ment” on the slopes of Changku- 
feng hill, disputed point on the 
Manchoukuoan-Siberian border. 

An army communique said the 
Russians were in general retreat 
to the north. 

The battle, beginning about 6:30 
a. m., followed an Intensive Rus¬ 
sian artillery bombardment which 
had lasted all night. 

Russian and Japanese forces 
were said to have clashed in bit¬ 
ter hand-to-hand fighting when 
the former rushed Japanese posi¬ 
tions 200 yards from the summit 
of the mile-wide, four-fnlle-long 
almond-shaped heights. 

HEAVY CASUALTIES 

“Casualties on both sides are 
expected to be heavy,” the foreign 
office said. 

The statement came shortly 
after one from the war office de¬ 
claring there had been no hand- 
to-hand fighting during the week 
and denying reports from Moscow 
that Changkufeng had been re¬ 
captured by the Soviets. 

“Such reports are frequently 
broadcast from Khabarosky (Si¬ 
beria), but the Japanese are still 
occupjring both disputed points,” 
the war office said.

SHANGHAI. (A>l—Chinese an¬ 
nounced today their bombing 
planes attacked and sank three 
and damaged four of an estimat¬ 
ed 90 Japanese warcraft concen¬ 
trated in the Yangtze river 110 
to 150 miles down river from 
Hankow.

NEW YORK. (JPI —From a long- 
unopened safe, investigators today 
removed evidence that Abraham 
Lincoln tried, 89 years ago, to pat¬ 
ent an invention for assisting 
steamboats through shallow river 
waters. 

The safe, once the property of 
the United States patent office but 
now owned by Crosby Gaige and 
Douglas C. Hertz, was opened by 
Locksmith Charles Courtney. 


Inside, in addition to several 
models of inventions by others, 
was a printed application for a 
patent, filed March 10. 1849, and 
signed A. Lincoln, Springfield, Ill. 

Lincoln’s idea was that river 
boats should be fitted with pon¬ 
toons which, filled with com¬ 
pressed air, would lift the vessels 
"over bars or through shallow 
water without discharging their 
cargo.”

When it is completed, histori¬ 
ans probably will call it: "Inte¬ 
gration—or how $14,000,000 of 
utility assets were unscrambled.” 

Chairman William O. Douglas 
of the commission asked heads of 
66 utility holding companies last 
week to submit their plans for 
corporate and geographic simpli¬ 
fication under the public utility 
holding company act. 

The task may take years, but 
the commission will not endeavor 
to hasten the work unduly. The 
job is "evolutionary rather than 
revolutionary,” Douglas comment¬ 
ed. 

During the last 20 years, the 
utility industry has grown spec¬ 
tacularly. 

In the 1920’s there was a fran¬ 
tic scramble by numerous finan¬ 
cial Interests to acquire control of 
the operating units in individual 
cities. These purchasing concerns 
—holding companies—bought con¬ 
trolling interests in operating 
plants throughout the country. 

The result was a curious hodge¬ 
podge of financial and corporate 
relationships. The holding com¬ 
panies, most of which had head¬

E. Walter Abbott, who repre¬ 
sented Dwyer, told a superior 
court Jury trying Francis M. Car- 
roll on the same charge, that on 
the third day of Dwyer’s trial last 
November, the youth told him he 
“had to plead guilty.” 

"My life has been threatened,’ 
he quoted Dwyer as saying, "my 
mother has been threatened, and 
I’ve got to get out of here.” 

Abbott said Dwyer told him 
Carroll, former deputy sheriff, had 
made the threats. 

Two weeks before that trial, at 
which Dwyer pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to life Imprison¬ 
ment, Abbott said Dwyer told him 
a story "substantially the same 
as at thlstrial." 

In nearly three days of testi¬ 
mony last week, Dwyer charged 
not only Dr. Uttlefleld’s slaying 
but that of his wife, Lydia Little¬ 
field, 63, to the stolid, 43 -year-old 
Carroll, father of Dwyer’s earst- 
while sweetheart, Barbara Carroll, 
18. 

Dwyer previously had confessed 
strangling Mrs. Littlefield as well 
as the doctor. 

Carroll, said Abbott, was the 
officer on guard while Pihil told 
him what Dwyer now contends is 
"the true story” about the slay¬ 
ings. 

The same night, Abbott added, 
Dwyer called him to his cell and 
told him "not to believe the story 
he had told me that afternoon.” 

Abbott said he never was ac¬ 
tually alone with Dwyer.

GOVERNOR TO 
BACK RIVAL IN 
SENATE RACE 

LOUISVILI.E, Ky. (.?»)—Gov. A. 
B. Chandler today conceded his 
defeat as Senate Majority Leader 
Alben W, Barkley’s lead in Sat¬ 
urday’s Democratic senatorial 
primary continued to climb. 

Tabulating was resumed after 
a Sunday recess, required by law. 

On the basis of unofficial re¬ 
turns from 3398 of the state’s 
4313 precincts Barkley had 227,- 
015 votes to 188,856 for the gov¬ 
ernor, a majority of 38,159. 

Chandler in a congratulatory 
telegram to the senator pledged 
his "active support” of the nomi¬ 
nee in the November election. 

"rhe governor said: 

"President Roosevelt said he 
desired your return and a major¬ 
ity of Kentucky Democrats agreed 
to return you. I bow to the will 
of the majority of my fellow citi¬ 
zens. I have no excuses, alibis 
or regrets ..." 

Senator Barkley was leading 
in seven of the nine congression¬ 
al districts including the first, his 
home, and the sixth, the gover¬ 
nor’s home district. 

Chandler carried the fifth, 
northern Kentucky, and was lead¬ 
ing in the fourth, south central 
Kentucky. 

In the third, Jefferson (Louis¬ 
ville) county, Bar’xley was piling 
up a big lead. With only 87 of 
the district’s 621 precincts tabu¬ 
lated Barkley had 6836 to 1933 
for Chandler. M. J. Brennan, 
head of the local Democratic or¬ 
ganization, predicted a majority 
of 30,000 for Barkley in the dis¬ 
trict. 

In the Republican primary John 
P. Haswell of Hardinsburg on the 
basis of unofficial returns from 
1339 precincts was far ahead of 
his four opponents in the race for 
the senatorial nomination. Has¬ 
well, backed by the state GOP 
organization, had 9452 votes to 
2278 for his nearest opponent, 
Andrew O. Ritchie. 

At his home in Paducah last 
night Barkley predicted his ma¬ 
jority would be "between 60,000 
and 70,000.” At the same time he 
told newsmen he knew of "no co¬ 
ercion" of federal employes to 
vote for him. The senate cam¬ 
paign expenditures committee 
charged political use of public 
funds in the campaign, which it 
termed "deplorable." 

"However,” said Barkley, “I 
am not naive enough to suppose 
that most of them did not vote 
for me." 

Dr. J W. Bryan, Louisville phy¬ 
sician who said Chandler’s recent 
illness was due to poisoning, was 
•served with an ordinance warrant 
charging violation of a city ordi¬ 
nance which requires a physician 
attending the victim of a gunshot 
wound or poisoning to report the 
ca.se to the chief of police within 
two hours. He was summoned to 
appear in ordinance court, which 
meets Thursday. 

The Democratic incumbents 
leading in congressional races 
were Emmet O'Neal, third dis¬ 
trict: Brent Spence, fifth; Virgil 
Chapman, sixth; A. J. May, sev¬ 
enth, and Joe B. Bates, eighth. 
The three unopposed incumbents, 
all Democrats, are Noble Greg¬ 
ory, first district; Beverly Vin¬ 
cent, second, and Edward Creal, 
fourth. 

John M. Robinson, Republican 
congressman, was far ahead in the 
ninth district.

Senator Pope’s race against rep¬ 
resentative D. Worth Clark, how¬ 
ever, may bring the only clearcut 
test of administration policies. 
Pope, who helped write the crop 
j control act, has not oppo.sed any 
i Roosevelt measures, while Clark 
as a self-styled conservative voted 
against the government reorgani¬ 
zation bill and various other White 
House proposals. 

LOYALTY PROCLAIMED 

In Arkansas, representative 
John McClellan told a rally yes¬ 


terday that he is as loyal to the 
President as is Mrs. Caraway, 
whom he is opposing. The only 
woman senator, completing her 
seventh year in office, was greeted 
by Mr. Roosevelt last month as 
an "old friend.” 

Former Gov. George White of 
Ohio, like Senator Bulkley, has 
campaigned as a Roosevelt sup¬ 
porter, but it was Bulkley who re¬ 
ceived kind words from the Presi¬ 
dent in his Marietta speech. 

Ohio’s Republican senatorial 
contest between Robert Taft and 
Arthur J. Day also has aroused 
widespread interest. So has the 
camp^gn of Democratic Gov. 
Martin L. Davey for a third term 
against Charles Sawyer, national 
committeeman. 

The social security board is con¬ 
sidering withdrawal of federal old 
age pension grants from Ohio on 
the ground that Davey made 
political use of the pension system. 
NEBRASKA TO VOTE 

A fourth state—Nebraska—also 
will conduct its primary election 
tomorrow, but no senatorial race 
is to be settled this year. Gov. 
R. L. Cochran and the state’s five 
representatives are seeking nom¬ 
inations for third terms. 

Administration victories in to¬ 
morrow’s three senatorial races, 
on top of Barkley’s renomination, 
might encourage Mr. Roosevelt to 
take a more direct position in the 
remaining primaries th 2 m he did 
during his western trip last 
month. 

Kentucky was the only state in 
, which he asked outright for the 
I renomination of an administration 
’ favorite. Some politicians here 
believe he will come out in 
I Georgia speeches Thursday 
j against southern senators who 
have fought important parts of 
his program. 

Barkley’s reelection would mean 
that the Roosevelt forces in the 
senate will not have to be re¬ 
organized next year. 

FEW CHANGES 

I Barkley was chosen Democratic 
leader last year by one vote over 
Senator Pat Harrison of Missis¬ 
sippi, who has broken with the ad¬ 
ministration on some isjues. Had 
Barkley lost Saturday to Gov. A. 
B. Chandler, Harrison conceivably 
might have been elected leader 
next January. 

Senator Burke of Nebraska, a 
prominent anti - administration 
Democrat, contends there will be 
firmer opposition to White House 
legislation in the next congress. 

He expressed the belief that 
about 40 senators might form a 
"working bloc” against any "ill- 
considered” legislation, but added 
that the administration would hold 
enough strength to pass “must” 
bills. 

The primaries so far have 
brought few changes in senatorial 
ranks. Senators Berry (D.. Tenn.) 
and Hitchcock (D., S. D.) were de¬ 
feated for renomination in races 
where the New Deal was not a 
leading issue, and Senators Diet- 
erich (D., Ill.) and Reames (D., 
Ore.) voluntarily retired.

dismis.sed after the statement was 
not filed. 

"I Intend to divorce myself from 
any such course of procedure,” 
said Menton. "If called upon to 
file a proper action to test the 
issues in a proper manner, I am 
willing to take such a course; but 
I refuse to permit my office to 
be used further for what appears 
to me to be merely harassment ' 
NOT CONSULTED 

The ordinance, center of a 
courthouse tempest since it was 
passed last year, provides that 
Jackson and four other officials 
must turn over all their fees to 
the county, but permits them tc- 
keep certain amounts in lieu of 
a salary Increase until next Jan. 
1, beginning of the next term of 
office. Menton haa ruled that 
procedure invalid. 

“This new action,” said Menton, 
“has been filed without me being 
consulted. In the beginning I ad¬ 
vised the board of supervisors I 
did not need any assistance, but 
that if the supervisors wanted to 
spend the county’s money that 
way it was their funeral. 

“On the filing of the demand 
for the bill of particulars I for¬ 
warded the demand to Mr. Hervey.

“The dismissal of the $75,000 
suit and the filing of a subsequent 
complaint asking $100,000 was en¬ 
tirely without my knowledge. I 
was informed of it only after the 
complaint had been filed in the 
clerk’s office. Neither the hoard 
of supervisors nor its special co'un- 
sel was acting under my advice in 
the institution of this action. 

“Before the ordinance was 
drafted I had advised the board 
that its action in attempting to 
take fees from the officers in¬ 
volved was invalid—which opinion 
later was upheld by the justices of 
the fourth district court of appeal. 
I have no criticism of Mr. Hervey, 
since he is acting under the in¬ 
structions of the board of super¬ 
visors, and I assume he informed 
them of the present action before 
it was taken. 

FUTILITY CLAIMED 

“As I told the board almost a 
year ago, the only way to 
straighten out the controversy— 
when the board refused to take 
my opinion—was by appropriate 
court action. That action could 
have been taken oulckly and 
simply, as I told the supervisors 
then, by a suit for accounting 
brought in the superior court to 
determine the rights.of the parties 
in a friendly action. 

"The questionable sections of 
the ordinance all were written 
outside my office, and against my 
advice that they were invalid. 

“All this action has been utter¬ 
ly futile, useless and wasteful. The 
controversy could have been set¬ 
tled last December.”

W. O. Packard turns in more 
false alarms than a whole student 
tiody of high school kids, but the 
fire laddies don’t mind, because 
It’s part of his job.

He’s city electrical inspector, 
which makes him responsible for 
the workings of 40-odd fire alarm 
boxes. It also makes him respon¬ 
sible for 20 traffic signal bg^ta 
although biggest part of his job 
is to make sure all wiring con¬ 
nections in residences and busi¬ 
ness establishments throughout 
the city are in conformity with a 
long, involved city electrical code. 


When Packard turns in a false 
alarm, the department pays no 
attenUon. Because he flashes a 
test signal first, and they know 
It isn’t supposed to be a 
He tests each box in tovm at l^t 
once in two months, tests 
them oftener by stopping briefly 
whenever he’s in the neighbor¬ 
hood of an alarm box. 


Mechanism of the fire alarm 
box is adjusted so number of ewh 
box is flashed four times to the 
various fire stations when a lever 
is pulled. It’s done by a revolving 
cog-wheel, which makes an elec¬ 
trical contact every time one of 
the cogs comes by (wheel °h “Ox 
No 1215, for example, would hav., 
one cog and a space, two more 
cogs and another space, one cog 
and a apace, then five cogs, one 
right after the other). 


That’s the part of the alarm 
box you could work by breaking 
the glass and opening the front 
door. The part you don’t see 
though is that behind a 
door (Packard and fire officials 
are only people with keys to the 
second door). 


Mechanism includes an appara¬ 
tus to send signals back to head- 
quarters. Packard uses 
tests, and firemen use it when 
then want to call for extra Piece 
of equipment. ’The mechanism also 
has a switch to cut the box o f 
for repairs, but there’s no chanM 
to leave the box out of order, be¬ 
cause the switch is 
thrown back in place when the 
door is closed^ ^ ^ 

In the traffic signal depart- 
ment you can blame Packard if 
a light is out or an arm doesn t 
work, but if the stop light stays 
against you too long, it’s the po¬ 
lice department’s fault. Because 
Packard’s job is maintenance, and 
the police are the ones who reg¬ 
ulate the timing of the signal 
lights. ^ ^ , 

The 20 signal lights (four each 
on the comers of First, Fourth 
and Seventeenth and Main, Syca¬ 
more and Fourth, and Broadway 
and Fourth) are automatic, but 
can be adjusted so they’ll do al¬ 
most everything but cook. They 
can show red all the time, green 
all the time, red for 10 seconds 
one way and 30 seconds the other. 
’They won’t ever tangle traffic by 
showing green both ways, how¬ 
ever). 

The police regulate that part, 
according to the normal flow of 
traffic. Mid-day timing of the 
Fourth and Main street lights, for 
Instance, gives north-south traffic 
the go signal for 20 seconds, east- 
ivest traffic 17 seconds. Lieut. B. 
A.. Hershey has the traffic light 
assignment.

Go to junior college and save 
money! 

That appeared to be the good 
fortune that will face all students 
who attend Santa Ana Junior 
college during the coming year 
as the result of a recent ruling 
of the Santa Ana board of educa¬ 
tion which cancelled all college 
laboratory fees. 

Cancellation of the fees pre¬ 
viously charged will save jaysee 
students about .'53500 during the 
college term, it was estimated to¬ 
day by Director D. K. Hammond. 
The action taken by the school 
board assures all prospective jay¬ 
see students of obtaining their 
respective courses of study with¬ 
out payment of many of the usual 
charges assessed by other insti¬ 
tutions. 

As a result of the new Santa 
Ana arrangement, the only cost 
to the student for a junior col¬ 
lege education lies in books and 


the regular student entrance fee 
permitting participation and ad¬ 
mission to all college clubs, ac¬ 
tivities and athletic events. 

“We estimate that books will 
cost the student an aveqgge of 
$18 to $25, depending on the 
course of study selected,” Direc¬ 
tor Hammond said. “If second¬ 
hand books are secured these 
charges may even be materially 
reduced. The student fee of $7, 
which entitles the student to par¬ 
ticipate in every college function 
in addition to receiving a year¬ 
book in June, is one of the lowest 
in the state.” 

Students planning to attend 
junior college next year are urged 
to communicate with college offi¬ 
cials during the summer and pro¬ 
cure Information concerning the 
courses they are interested in 
pursuing.

MANILA, (/PI—Two disastrous 
fires swept widely separated sec¬ 
tions of the Philippines islands to¬ 
day, leaving thou.sanris homeless 
and causing damage estimated at 
$1,150,000. 

In San Pablo, Laguna province, 
15 blocks of modern buildings 
were destroyed in a fire which 
raged uncontrolled for six hours. 
Five hundred dwellings, mostly 
the property of wealthy persons, 
were reduced to ashes and officials 
estimated the homeless at 6000. 

In the Tondo slum district of 
Manila fire swept through 16 
blocks, destroying 2000 native 
huts and leaving 12,000 persons 
homeless.

Orange county citrus grower* 
were rejoicing today over a tem¬ 
porary suspension of advances in 
railroad freight rates that were to 
have gone Into effect July 23. 

The delay, which gives ranchers 
until Feb. 23 to lay their aide of 
the controversy before the inter¬ 
state commerce commission, will 
permit them to finish the present 
Valencia season and get well along 
In the navel season, with the pos¬ 
sibility that the requested increase 
will be cancelled entirely. 

Advances sought by the rail¬ 
roads would amount to 39.36 more 
freight on every carload of or¬ 
anges, $17.29 more on a car of 
lemons and $45.92 on a car of 
grapefruit. 

In making their request, rail¬ 
roads are claiming that estimated 
weights of packed citrus boxes are 
lower than actual weights, and 
that present estimates, which are 
considered official in making 
charges, should be revised. 

It is calculated that a box of 
oranges weighs 78 pounds, grape¬ 
fruit 68 pounds, lemons 84 pounds. 
If the increase goes into effect, or¬ 
anges would be estimated at 84 
pounds, grapefruit at 75 pounds 
and lemons 87 pounds. 

States affected by the increase 
are California, Arizona, Texas and 
Florida, and separate hearings for 
the railroads have been set for 
each of the four states during 
September. 

New Concentration 
Of Food Worked 
Out for Army Use

NEW AIR BOARD 
HEADS TAKE 
OVER DUTIES 

WASHINGTON. Ca>) — Officials 
of the new civil aeronautics au¬ 
thority took over their jobs to¬ 
day, two weeks before the unified 
aviation program will become ef¬ 
fective. 

The intervening time will be 
devoted to setting up a detailed 
system of administering air mail 
contracts, supervising commercial 
air lines and private fliers, and 
studying aviation safety. 

Control of the agency is divid¬ 
ed into three parts: A five-man 
board having quasi-judicial func¬ 
tions, an Independent administra¬ 
tor. and a three-man safety board. 

The administrator, taking the 
oath of office today, is Clinton 
M. Hester, assistant general 
counsel of the treasury, who 
helped write the civil aeronautics 
act which passed the last con¬ 
gress. 

Hester has held civil service 
status for nearly 20 years, having 
come to Washington shortly aft¬ 
er the World war as an employe 
of the emergency fleet corpora¬ 
tion. He later was on the staff 
of the alien property custodian. 

Heading the five-man board is 
Elmer J. Noble of Greenwich. 
Conn., whose announced aim is to 
make the agency as successful in 
regulating aviation as the inter¬ 
state commerce commission has 
been in supervising rallro'ads. 

Harllee Branch, second assist¬ 
ant postmaster general, is vice- 
chairman. Other board members 
are Oswald Ryan, general counsel 
of the federal power commission; 
G. Grant Mason, who has been 
with Pan-Anfierican Airways, and 
Robert Hinckley, WPA supervisor 
for Far Western states. 

The agency is the first major 
federal unit in which executive 
control has been separated from 
a regulatory board. Some of the 
President’s advisors hope the for¬ 
mula may be used for eventual 
revision of various other depart¬ 
ments.

Arson Suspected

One reason why the old argu¬ 
ment as to what happens when an 
irresistible force meets an im¬ 
movable object never has been 
settled is that one or the other al¬ 
ways fails to live up to advance 
notices. 

That’s the case in the recent 
“crucial” tilts in which the New 
York Yankees and Pittsburgh 
Pirates, currently the fastest- 
moving forces in major league 
baseball, met up with the clubs 
that were supposed to be the 
strongest barriers ahead of them, 
Cleveland and the New York 
Giants. 

YANKEES SWEEP SERIES 
The Yankees, by routing the 
Tribe 7-0 yesterday, made a clean 
sweep of the series and stretched 
their lead to 5% games. The 
Pirates, after losing the opener, 
scored a decisive double victory 
yesterday, 5-1 and 13-3, to gain a 
6% game margin. 

There were other interesting 
week-end developments, notably 
the sudden dismissal of .Mickey 
Cochrane as Detroit manager 
and the elevation of Coach Dei 
Baker to his post Saturday 
night and Buck Newsom’s un¬ 
successful “Iron man” pitching 
effort for the St. Louis Browns, I 
but they aren’t likely to have j 
much effect upon the pennant ' 
races. 

More to the point were the col- ! 
lapse of the Giants and the way ! 
the Yanks won. The Giants made 
only 10 hits all told, including two 
homers by Mell Ott. And the 
usually reliable Carl Hubbell was 
belted out in the seventh inning of 
the nightcap for his second de¬ 
cisive defeat within a week. Red 
Ruffing, erratic and troubled with 
a lame knee lately, returned to 
hold the Indians to two hits while 
Lou Gehrig, whose hitting hasn’t 
been of the best, virtually settled 
the game when he hit his' 18th 
homer with Joe Di Magglo aboard 
in the fourth. 

’The Tigers, with Baker at the 
helm, walloped the Boston Red 
Sox, 7-3, as Hank Greenberg 
socked his 38th home run with two 
aboard in the first inning. 

Cincinnati’s Reds, with a chance 
to oust the Giants from second 
place by winning a doubleheader 
from Brooklyn, lost two tough 
ones instead, 11-10 and 6-3, and 
finished tied for third with the 
Chicago Cubs, who first trimmed 
the Boston Bees, 7-4, then yielded, 
5-0, to Jim Turner’s five-hit fling¬ 
ing. 

ISSUES FIVE WALKS 
The Reds had a five-run lead in 
the first inning of the opener, but 
Johnny Vander Meer gave out five 
walks in the same inning and the 
Dodgers eventually won with 
three runs in the ninth. In the 
excitement. Babe Ruth objected so 
strenuously to a decision that he 
was “bounced” for the first time 
since he became a Brooklyn coach 
and later Manager Burleigh 
Grimes followed him. 

Newsom couldn’t even draw a 
crowd, only 5610 turning out for 
his double effort. He beat the 
Athletics in the opener, 5-3, giving 
up eight hits, fanning nine and re¬ 
ceiving the support of two homers 
by Harold Clift. The A’s knocked 
him out early In the nightcap, 
however, and went on to win, 8-5.

Before the World war, Poland 
was g^eogiraphlcally divided be¬ 
tween Ita three ancient enemies— 
Germany, Russia and Austro-Hun- 
gary—as it had been since 1795. 

At the outbreak of the World 
war, Poland found herself uncom¬ 
fortably placed between two pow¬ 
erful enemies, Russia and Ger¬ 


many. Interested in securing po¬ 
litical independence, she considered 
bids from both of these powers, 
but turned them down to fight her 
own battle. 

The C2iar promised Poland self- 
government if ^e would remain 
loyal to Russia; Germany made 
similar promises. Poland Insisted 
on complete independence at any 


cost, and it was obvioui 
have to fight for it. 

Accordingly, under the leader¬ 
ship of Josef Pilsudski, Poland 
went to war with Russia on Aug. 
6, 1914—with only 300 men! These 
300 loyalists were known as the

State of California, 
does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. Action 1 of Ordinance 
No. 320 of the County of Orange, being 
an ordinance entitled: “An Ordinance 
of the County of Orange, State of Call- 
fornla, providing for boulevard stops 
on certain boulevards In said County, 
directing the placing of boulevard stop 
signs and providing the penalty for the 
failure to obey stops.” is hereby 
amended to read aa follows: 

Section 1. The following public 
roads and highways in the County of 
Orange are hereby declared to consti¬ 
tute boulevards for the purpose of this 
Ordinance: 

Ball Road: Batavia Street: Blue Gum

tral Avenue: Chapman Avenue: Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue: Del Obispo Street:

Avenue; Fairvlew Avenue (Greenville 
Road); Fifth Street: Golden West 
Street: Harbor Boulevard; Irvine 

Boulevard; Marine Avenue: Myford 
Road: Newport Avemu*: North Street, 
Ocean Avenue; Orungethorpe Avenue, 1 
Palm Avenue (Plac«?ntia); Placentia 
Avenue; Placentia-Yorba Boulevard; 
Prospect Avenue; Ru.ssell Street: San¬ 
tiago Boulevard; Seventeenth Street 
(Costa Mesa): Seventeenth Street 
^Santa Ana): Stanton Avenue; Talbert 
Avenue; Trabuco Road: Valencia Ave¬

Every operator of a vehicle or street 
car traversing or crossing any street, 
road or highway Intersecting any 
boulevard and/or stop intersection 
named above, when duly marked and 
p(;55ted a.s i.i hereinafter provided for in 
tliis Ordinance, shall bring .such ve¬ 
hicle or street car to a full stop at tho 
place where such street, road or high¬ 
way meets the nearest property line of 
the boulevard before entering such 
boulevard. 

SEC!TION 2. This Ordinance shall 
take effect thirty (30) days after the 
date of its adoption, and prior to the 
expiration of fifteen (15) days from the 
date of passage hereof, it shall be pub- 
li.«hed for at least one week in The 
Santa Ana Journal, a newspaper 
printed and published in the County of 
Orange.

FLOWERS FOR THE LIVING 

To SANTA ANA MERCHANTS who so suc¬ 
cessfully staged their annual dollar day. 
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James Sleeper 

Few men of political aspirations in Orange county 
have cared to measure strength with County Assessor 
James Sleeper, and none of them successfully. For 27 years 
he has been elected assessor of Orange county, three terms 
without competition. The evidence is so conclusive, com¬ 
ment seemingly is unnecessary. 

It does seem apropos, however, in view of the compli¬ 
mentary attitude of the voters in the coming primary, 
equivalent in the assessor’s case to an election, to con¬ 
gratulate him on such a long length of public performance 
as to again win approval without opposition. 

The service of a public official is best expressed in 
the attitude of the voters. When an official entrenches 
himself by efficiency and integrity into the confidence of 
the people to the extent that he has no competition, it is 
rather incontrovertible that he is the man not only for the 
place, but the voters want him for that place. 

Sleeper’s system of assessing oil properties and citrus 
trees has been adopted as a guide in many counties of the 
state. To Orange county alone his oil assessment system 
has enriched the county by millions. His personal tax col¬ 
lections have exceeded $16,000,000. He has never dis¬ 
charged a deputy for shortage, and only four for ineffi¬ 
ciency. During his 27 years in office he has had but 
three” chief deputies. Maurice Enderle is now serving his 
eighteenth year, and his office deputy her twenty-eighth. 
It would appear that Sleeper not only knows his assess¬ 
ments, but also his personnel. 

Not only assessors of other counties, but the state 
board of equalization is alert to the assessment methods of 
the Orange county assessor. It must be comforting to 
Mr. Sleeper to get frequent non-opposition endorsements, 
and always public approval. His remarkable record has 
given Orange coimty an enviable position all over the 
state. 

An Advantage for U. S. 

Our Secretary of State Cordell Hull admits that his 
department is not receiving information from the nations 
involved concerning the latest “incident” which seems 
likely to boil over into a general war between Japan and 
Russia. 

The new^technique apparently is to fool not only the 
people at home, who must supply the blood and treasure 
with which wars are fought, but also the world commu¬ 
nity, which is deemed to have no right to know how 
many inhabitants of this planet are being cut off from 
this life. 

At first blush this looks like an insult to the intelli¬ 
gence and the hum.anitarian interests of the rest of the 
world. It piques our curiosity terribly, just as the curi¬ 
osity of human neighbors is excited by sounds of a brawl 
coming from a neighborhood dwelling. 

From a strictly American point of view, however, it 
may be just a.s well that the parties in these new “inci¬ 
dental” wars keep their acts and facts as secret as pos¬ 
sible. Here’s why: 

America, which, like the knight of old, is seated upon 
a white horse and ready at the drop of a hat to ride off 
in all directions in search of glorious combat, is at the 
same time not willing to hop into a fight when it doesn’t 
know the cause of it nor what the score is. We’re much 
too practical for that.

The world fairs or expositions—or whatever you want 
to call them—planned by New’ York and San Francisco 
for 1939 are coming along. Hu.ge trylon and perisphere 
mark the site of feverish activities and preparations in 
New York.

Hundreds of thousands of human beings will come 
and go across the nation and the world in the next year 
and a half in connection with thc'two fairs, and every 
corner and part of the United States will feel the effects of 
this excess of travel, and will benefit from it. 

As to the two expositions themselves, already a keen 
note of rivahy is apparent in the preparations and the 
bids for national and international attention. Competi¬ 
tion, which is the life of trade, may also result in two 
outstanding projects of their kind, running full blast all 
next year on the opposite sides of the United States. That 
is well. 

It would take a far more hard-shelled cynic than we 
are to pose the question of how two world fairs can suc¬ 
ceed in America in the same year when there is only one 
Sally Rand.

Science News

Much research must still be done 
before infantile paralysis can be 
brought under control, it appears 
from deliberations of a group of 
experts who recently conferred in 
New York City. In fact. Dr. Thom¬ 
as M. Rivers, of the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research, told 
the group that; 

Epidemics of infantile paralysis 
are caused by a filterable virus. 
However, all cases occurring in an 
epidemic of paralysis may not be 
caused by the same virus. Further¬ 
more, different viruses may be op¬ 
erative in different epidemics. 

This means that the muscles 
must be carefully handled and pro¬ 
tected during the very earliest 
stages of the sickness. 

“Skillful protection before wrong 
positions are assumed and weak¬ 
ened muscles overused or stretched 
has meant the difference between 
the resulting disability and resti¬ 
tution to normal life,” a report 
from the U. S. public health serv¬ 
ice states. 

In order to assist physicians, 
nurses, physiotherapists and par¬ 
ents in protecting muscles weak¬ 
ened by this ailment and in re¬ 
storing them by proper exercise to 
full usefulness, this same govern¬ 
ment bureau has issued a lengthy 
bulletin giving detailed instruc¬ 
tions on care during the period of 
recovery from infantile paralysis. 
One of the points emphasized in 
this bulletin and by authorities 
generally is the importance of not 
starting corrective exercises too 
soon. Another important point is 
to avoid the slightest fatigue during 
exercises. 

Infantile paralysis is not ex¬ 
pected to become epidemic this 
summer. It is never safe to make 
predictions about epidemics, but 
past experience shows that during 
epidemic years the number of 
cases, usually increasess sharply 
toward the end of May. With only 
the normal seasonal increase this 
year, public health authorities feel 
that there will be no more than 
the usual number of cases this fall 
and summer.

The Merry-Go-Round 

By DREW PEARSON and ROBERT S. ALLEN 


WASHINGTON—If Cordell Hull 
doesn’t get stubborn about it, 
there may be some hope that be¬ 
fore the summer is over, the state 
department may lift the arms em¬ 
bargo on Spain. 

There is still a powerful pro- 
Franco clique in the state depart¬ 
ment, but the less biased boys be¬ 
lieve they never can live down 
their present reputation unless they 
rectify their mistake on Spain. 

Another important factor is that 
Catholic sentiment has changed so 
drastically. Some vigorous pro- 
Franco Catholics now are either 
silent or against him. 

One evidence of this was the re- 
nomination of Representative Jer¬ 
ry O’Connell of Montana. O’Con¬ 
nell comes from a district which is 
70 per cent Catholic. His oppon¬ 
ents, inspired by Burt Wheeler, 
rang all the changes on his sym¬ 
pathy for loyalist Spain. They 
even called him the “congressman 
from Barcelona” because of his 
trip to Spain last year. 

Despite all this, he came through 
the primary with flying colors. 

Catholics Aloof 

Another sign of changed senti¬ 
ment is the Catholic magazine 
“Commonweal,” which now urges 
Catholics to keep absolutely aloof 
from the Spanish conflict. 

Finally, the dispute between 
Mussolini and the Pope, over fas¬ 
cist racial theories, plus the fact 
that Mussolini has been Franco’s 
chief backer, has veered Catholic 
opinion away from the Spanish in¬ 
surgents. 

All this could not help but have 
an effect upon the president. Last 
spring Catholic sentiment, the 
summer’s primaries and Cordell 
Hull’s recalcitrance shied h i m 
away from lifting the embargo. He 
agreed that he had the power to 
lift it without authorization from 
congress, but he didn’t want to 
buck both his state department and 
Catholic opposition. 

Now word comes from the presi¬ 
dent’s advisers that he is much 
more open minded. 

Red Hunters 

Representative Martin Dies of 
Texas, chairman of the house com¬ 
mittee investigating un-American 
activities, ran into unexpected 
chariness when he secretly pro¬ 
posed to San Francisco police that 
they dig up some reds and radical 
labor leaders for him to put on the 
griddle. 

Dies has been rounding up a list 
of investigation prospects by mak¬ 
ing quiet inquiries of various police 
officials for good headline material. 

In Southern California, he got 
excellent undercover police co-op¬ 
eration. Captain “Red” Hines of 
the Los Angeles “red squad” re¬ 
commended a number of likely 
witnesses. But Frank Lucey, head 
of the San Francisco “red squad,” 
refused to do any stooging. 

“You tell us who you want put 
on the pan,” Dies’ agent told Lucey, 
“and we’ll subpoena them.” 

“Oh, no you don’t,” retorted Lu¬ 
cey, “You do your own dirty 
work. We are police, not stool 
pigeons. We are putting the finger 
on no one. If you want the names 
of reds and labor leaders with 
which to put on a headline circus 
you go to the chamber of com¬ 
merce and Industrial association. 
They have a big list of people they 
don’t like.” 

No Icicle* 

One of the last things Joe Ken¬ 
nedy did before resigning as chair¬ 
man of the maritime commission 
to become ambassador to Great 
Britain was to quarrel with Secre¬ 
tary Frances Perkins over the 
government’s labor policy toward 
seynen. 


Kennedy wanted to establish a 
system of compulsory arbitration 
modeled after that in the railroad 
industry. Mi.ss Perkins contended 
that marine labor relations were 
not yet ready for such a step. 

The two New Deal big-guns ex¬ 
changed some sharp words over 
the issue — which, incidentally, 
Miss Perkins won when congress, 
under pressure of the maritime un¬ 
ions, turned down Kennedy’s plan. 

In view of this background, 
Washington newsmen were much 
amused when Miss Perkins told 
them that while in London recently 
she had tead and dined with Ken¬ 
nedy. 

“Bet a defrosting machine was 
needed to keep the icicles off the 
tea cups,” a reporter grinned. 

Miss Perkins insisted that every¬ 
thing was very friendly. 

“Well, did you ask Ambassador 
Kennedy how he liked his new 
job?” asked another newsman. 

“Oh, no,” said Mi.ss Perkins 
suavely, “but we all know that 
whatever task Mr. Kennedy un¬ 
dertakes, the job always likes him.” 

Note: Despite this cream-puffing 
Miss Perkins took a sly left-hand¬ 
ed slap at Kennedy by heaping 
fulsome praise on the American 
crews of the liners on which she 
traveled. As maritime commis¬ 
sion chairman, Kennedy severely 
criticized American seamen as rude 
and when he visited the United 
States in June he sailed on foreign 
ships.

Which includes board, lodging, 
nursing, medicine, doctor’s care 
and all that goes with hospitaliza¬ 
tion: $3.20 is just about what the 
doctor charges when he drops in on 
a patient at a private hospital.—
